Owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour, -materials  and  the  necessity  of  using 
what  labour  there  was -available  on  many' war 1 time  works,  e.g.  salvage, 
civil  defence,  etc,,  the  sanitary  services  of  the  district ,  sewage 
disposal,  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  were  only  able  to  be  carried  on 
in  a  minimum  degree,  and -on  the  whole  it  Was  sewage  disposal  that 
suffered  the  greatest  and  the  conditions  arising  caused  great  concern.

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  even  under  these  difficult,  circumstances# 
the  Council  took  time,  to  consider  and  in  great  measure  accept,  £hst-wnr 
plans  for  the  improvement  and  extension  of’  essential  services. 

HOUSING:  As  a, result  of  -  the  war,  private  development  is  at  a  standstill. 

WATER:  Owing. to  the  .‘lack  of  rainfall  in  the  winter  of  1942  and  Spring 

of  1943  many  of  the  Villages  were  seriously  short  of  water. 

The  supply  wells  and  boreholes  had  .dried  up  and  water  had  to 
be  carted  to"  these  Villages. 

Bnpfield  has.  been  very  short  of  water  during  the  year  but  has 
Just  managed  to  keep  going.  . ,. 

Denton.  The  well  was  dry  and  the  borehole/ only  water  to  bottom 
of  .suction.  Carting  had  tb  be  done  here. 

•  Hartwell  well ,;was  dry  and  the  borehole  level  was  much  reduced. 
Pumping  had  to  be  continuous.,
